I, Richard E. Fichter, represent that I am the attorney of record for the above- 
identified application. 

Glaxo Group Limited (hereinafter referred to as "Assignee") is the owner of the 
entire right and title to the above-captioned patent application and the invention and 
improvements therein disclosed for the United States, by virtue of an assignment from 
the inventors to Glaxo Group Limited dated June 22, 1995, and recorded at Reel 7685 
Frame 0442, on July 18, 1995. Assignee is also owner of the entire right and title to co- 
pending patent application serial number 09/149,858 filed on September 9, 1998, by 
virtue of the same assignment from the inventors to Glaxo Group Limited.
